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LETTER Of EX-GOV. SMITH 170 
GOV, A. HH. COLQOL IT. 
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Iu Which @«rtzia Differences of 
¢ pisionm are Alladed te. 
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And the Question is Raised as to 
Whe her Gov. Smith Ever Made 
a Cont; art With Col. 
Alsten. 
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The Cireumstare:s Under Which the 
Matter Was First Mooted 
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ATLANTA, Ga., May 29, 1877. 

His Excellency A. H. Colquitt, Atlanta, 
Georgia; Sim—A report has appear 
ei in the pewspapers to the effect that 
you recently psid to Mesers. Alston 
and Garlington, by virtue of a contract made 
while I was governor of the state, the sum of 
thirty thousand dollars for their services in coi- 
lecting the claim on which you lately rec:ived 
a large amount of money at Washington. I 
have reason to believe that, in conversation with 
members of the press and others, you haye 
sought to confirm this report, by attempting to 
create the impres-iou that, but for my contract, 
you wou'd vot have pai | solarge aa amount of 
the public money to the geutlemen named. 

You have delined to correspond with me by 
letter on the sul ject mentioned, and have in- 
formed me that vou feel “responsible to the 
peovle of G:orgia alone’’ for your ac‘ions 
Your conduct leayes but cne course open 
to me, and that is to adiress you through 
the same channel by which the report referred 
to reached the public, viz: toe newspaper press 
of the state It isdue ‘to the people of Georgia’ 
as well as to myself individually, that the in- 
justice attempted in that report shou d not be 
permitted to succeed,ana that the responsibility 
for the payments al'uied to siould be placed 
on your own shoulders, where it properly be- 
longs. 

According to my recollection of the facts, no 
contract between myself,as go ‘ernor,aud Messrs 
Baugh, Alston and (ar ington, as agents of tle 
state for the collection of the claim alluded to 
was never perfected. ‘he joint affidavit of the 
two last named gentlemen is on file in the exec. 
utive office, and I wi.l now refer particularly to 
he points of difference betwee . my own remem- 
brance of the facts, and theirs as they have 
therein stated it. 

They deported in cffect th.t the unsigned 
memvurandum attached totheir affidavit cor- 
tained a true statement of the agreement referred 
to Thisstatmventis not in accordance with 
my recollection. The mem >randum sets forth 
substantially that it was represented to me that 
Col, Alston would visit Washingto» on the busi. 
ness of the claim if sufficient comp. neation were 
allowed tothe agent. My remembrance is that 
it had been agreed between Messrs. Baugh and 
Palston that the latter should be admitted tuto 
the Bullock contract as oue ol the agents for 
collecting the claim, and that, at the instance 
of the former, I gave my asseut to the arrange- 
ment. This, eccording to my rec pllec ion, took 
place before any: hisg was said to me in ro>fer- 
ence to allowing an increase of the compensa- 
‘ion specified in the Builock contract. 

It is further stated in the memoraudum that 
it was proposed that the fees should be eq ally 
divided between the taree ageuts, Biugh A!ston 
and Garlington. I donot rem mber that any 
snch proposition was ever stated to me Tha pr>- 
portionsia which the agents were to share in the 
contract amougst themselves wis their own 
pecaliar aff .ir, an¢ it is not probable, therefure 
that the subj. ct was mentioned to me at a’l. 
The memoraudum further sets forth in sub 
stance that I agreed t. allow the agents for 
their services a conti gent fee of 25 p-r cent. on 
the am: unt collected. As I reme.nber tne facts, 
‘his statement is not correct Accordi .g to my 
uoderstanding, the agents were to be entitled 
to claim an increase oi the con ing »ut fee speci 
fied in the Bullock contract, not to exceed 25 
per cent.; but the incre.s? wes io beascerwiued 
with reference fo the service rendered and the 
ameuntcoliected. This increase w s to be el 
lowed because it was lusisted with good reavonu 
by the agents, I thought, tnat the rate of com- 
pensation specified in the Bullock co:tract 
might, under circuwsianc.s likely to occur, be 
found very inadequate. It was uncertain 
whether anything would ever be collected, but 
it Was very Certaiu that, in order to col ect any- 
hing, it migut b-come necessary, in she then 
«xisting state of effairs at Washington, to offe: 
very liberal inducements to expert and i: fiu. 
autial agents there. This couli not be done 
uuder the comparatively iow cate of co a pensa 
4on fixed by tne Buliock coutract. While 12 
per cent. would be iarge compeusation for col- 
lecting two huudred thousand dollars. it might 
be very poor compeusation for coliecting twen. 
ty-five thousand, fifty thousand, 
or even £0 much 2s Be VeR 
ty-five thousani dollars. If anything at all 
were colic cted, itmigh be a comparatively small 
sum. Io such a case, 2) per cent. on the amount 
cellected would possibiy not be too much 
Butif a large sum were coijlecited then the 
rate of compensat on onght to be diminished 
and fixed with reference to that fact. 
But to fully understand a'l 
considerations which entered into 
my negotiation with the agents, ii 
is necessary that the condition of affairs at 
Washington should be borne ia mind. A claim 
presented in behalf of the state of Georgia was 
not then (some three years ago) like’y to be re- 
ceived with much flavor by the part in p>wer. 
Che political situation wvuli probably increase 
the d'fficuity of collecting the claim, Our:en- 
ators and represent:tives in congress poss. ssed 
comparatively litt!e u:fluence with the dowl- 
nant party, and to overco ae ali the obstacles in 
‘he way of success, it probab y would be neces- 
sary for the agents to enlist the services of per- 
sous who wou'd have we ght with the govern- 
ment, Th se considerations and others which 
[ will not here stop to refer to, led me to consent 
that the chauge of the Contract which I have 
mentioned should be made. 

The affidavit of Messrs. Alston and Garlington 
further states in substance that, I said to the 
p’rties, at the time the agreement was made, 
ihat { would endorse the same upvn the papers 
wh ch contained the original Buailock c »ntract. 
I do not remember this, but I do recoliect that, 
before the subjectof makivug a new contract 
was mentioned at all, it was sugested that the 
fact ‘hat Colonel Aijston tad come into the case 
should be endorsed on the papeisc -ntainiug 
the old contract. [t was un. erstood, as I re- 
member, that the new contrac‘ was to be reduced 
to writing and executed by the parties, and that 
it should .hen be entered on the minutes of the 
executuye depirtment. The law reyuired that 
all the official acts of the governor should be 
entered or recorded in the book of minutes 
The contract, through the iuattention of the 
rarties, was never executed and perfected, and 
hence no rec. ru of it was ever made. 

The sffidavit further states in substance that 
the “memorendum”™ was presented to me by 
Messrs Alston and Garlington; that I read it, 
pron unced it correct and then stated to them 
that I would g ve itmy *«flicial sanciion.” I‘ 
do not remember that [ ever ore than merely 
glanced at the contents of the raper. It is not 
in rccordance with my recoliection that Colone) 
Alston was present when the paper war handed 
to me, or that lever stated to any person that it 
was correct I do remember that the char 
acier of the paper was very bri fly mentioned by 
General Garlington when he gave it to me, and 
that I felt willing to sign it if, upon examination, 
I shou'd fina it correct. fhe purport of the 
document was intended be a wntien statement 
by myself ag governor shoving th: terms of 
contrect with Messrs Baugh, Alston snd Gar. 
lington, and it only needed my sigia'ure to 
comp'eteit. This could have be:= even ia a 
moment, and it ‘s remarkable if I took the time 
and pains to exam‘ne it with sufficiert cire 'o 
be enabled to pronounce it correct, that I did 
n t then also teke that adci.ional moment and 
give itmy “official sanction ” 

It thus appears that the facts even es stated 
by Mestrs. Alston and Garlington thenwelves, 
raise the preeumption that it war my intention 
to take time to examine the paper further be- 
fi re I would signed it. I will state, in this co . 
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to me until near the end of my term of office. 
I was busily engaged in preparing to meet the 
geveral assembly. and to turn over the execu- 
tive offices to my successor. These duties were 
soabsorbing’s to require my entire atiention. 
I did not have any time to give to the matter o! 
the memorandum, I did not sce but that my 
successor might complete the unfinished con 
tract as well as myself, if he should approve it, 
and hence I did not understand that there was 
aay very urgent necessity for my acting in the 
matter at all, 

I never signed the paper, or in any way in- 
tended to g.ve it the executive sanction, It was 
never made an office paper by me, but was left 
udfinished, and without any validity what 
ever. 

A few words in regard to another paper which 
appears on file in the executive office. 1 refer 
tothe affidavit of R. A. Alston, apoended to a 
written instrument executed by 
Colonel Baugh, on — December, 1876 
in the presence of W T Johnson In that 
instrument the terms of the contract, it is pre- 
tended, that I had made with the agents‘are set 
forth by way of recital, In the affidavit just 
} mentioned, it is stuted ic substance that the 
instrument was shown to me a ter it was execu- 
ted; that I read it and stated tat it contained 
a true recital of the agreement; bu: that the 
execution of such a paper wasp rhaps unnec s 
sary, because I had alreacy sufficiently protected 
the rights of Meesrs Alston and Gar.ington, by 
an entry on a contmct between Col 
Baugh and Gen Henry R. Jackson. 

My memory is entirely at fault if l ever knew 
ur had so much as ever heard of the existence 
of the instrument, referred to in this affi javi', 
until I was furnished with a copy of it a few 
days ago at the exccutive office. I remempe: 
that Col. Alston sp ke to me in reference to the 
entry of theexecutive epproval on the Bauga- 
Jackson contract, and that I thought he agreed 
with me that his rights were in no way endapger- 
ed thereby. But I do not reme aber taat he ever 
spoke to me in reference to the papex alluded to 
in the affidavit last meutioned. 

Briefly here, in relation to the Baugh-Jackson 
agreement, anc to the entry of execuiive ap« 
proval which appears thereon : 

The eff ct of this agreement was simply to 
associate Messrs. Jackson, Lawton and Baassinger 
with Co’. Baugh, as agents for the state in the 
claim case. The parties to the agreement. viz: 
Col. Baugh on the one part, and Gen. Henry R. 
Jackson on the‘other, desired that/sume execu- 
tive recognition of the right of Messrs. Jackson 
Lawton and Bessinger to act as such agents 
might be given. I did not hesitate to give the 
recognition desired, but, inasmuch as the 
‘ffect of the contract would be to 
let additional egents into the 
case, and as the number might be stil further 
increased’ by private arrangements between par- 
ties, I took the precautionin making the entry 
of approval, toepecify the maximum rate of 
compensation wh ch would be allowed to ail 
the agents, in the following language : 


‘**The above contrac’ and agreerent is approv- 
ed and the compensation to be pai: to ai] agents 
by the state is not to exceed 2) per cent of the 
amount collected upon the cl»ims.” 


These words, entered by myseif and appearing 
ou the record,are relied ou I learn to show that. 
at the t me I made the entry, I covsidered the 
unfinished itn, sw with the agents perfected 
and binding on the st»te, It is pro. er,therefore 
that I should pause j ust a moment here to com 
ment upon and expiain them. 

The language + mployed simply states that the 
compensation to be paidto all agents is not to 
exceed 25 per cen'um of the amount collected. 
It is no. stated nor ig the inference given ha’ 
the compensation may not be less than that rate. 
If it had been intended by that entry to fix 25 
percent. as the only rate language exvressive of 
that inte ition would have been employed. It 
would have been stated, for example, that th« 
compensation tw be piid to all agents by the 
state is to be, (or shail be) 25 per centum of the 
amount collected. These wo.ds would have 
been raiuraily suggested to the mind as ex- 
pressive uf such an intention. But when the 
language used simply expresses 25 per cent. as a 
maximam rate which is not to be exceeded, t: « 
presumption arises that the intention was not to 
fix what the compensation should be, but t 
ep cify a rate of per cent. above which the com- 
peusation should not go. The prvupositiou 
stated in the entry is simply to the cffect that the 
rate of compensatiou must not be greater thai 
25 per cent. on the amount cuollected; but no 
thit it might not be less. It is not intended 
that at all events the rate must be as high as 
2% per cent; but that in no event shall it be 
bigher. Inu conclusio?, on this particular point 
[{ will add that, it w.s not my iutention, in saia 
entry, to fix what the rate of compensation to 
de paid to avents should actually be; bat rather 
toinhibit them from claiming that they coul: 
under any circumstances mccive a hij her rat 
than the one therein mentioned. 

Having givenin substance my reco lec fon iu 
reference to the mak ng of the pretended con 
tract, I now invite your atiention to the follow 
ing brief statementcf my cbjections to your 
conduct in setting it and payiag out money 
under it 

1, The law expressly declares that among 
other books of record which thill be preserved 
iu the executive office, there shall be kept ‘'a 
journal or book of minutes, in which the gov 
ernor shall cause to be entered aii his cflicia! 
acts.” 

The :aw requires that all the official acts of 
the executive depariment of the government 
shall be recorded. When the law requires that a 
fact shall be recorded, the existence of that 
pect ought, if brought into question, to be 
shown by the record. A judgment of the 
eupreme court of the state, for instance, ‘s an 
oth ial act of the c urt, wuich the law require : 
shall pe recorded and kept in the proper office. 
Could you legally set up such a judgment, 
otherwise than by the records of the court? If 
the records were sil nt on the subject,mignt you 
nevertheless prove the existence of 
the judgment ty oral testimony, aud then 
pre ceed to give it the force and effect of a lega! 
judzment? But if you cou d not do this. how 
could you set up and give yalidity to an official 
act of your predecessor, up)n oral evidence 
alone ? The making of the pretended 
contract, if made at all, was his 
“official act,” and the law requires that 
it should be recorded and kept in the exventive 
office. When you examined the record, there~ 
fore, and found nothing showing 
the “offiual act’ had been performed, 
you shouid have paused. Even if circum- 
stances saised a presumption that the 
records were silent when they ought to 
have spoken, you should rever- 
theless have held the matter up for the action 
of the legisiature. You ought not to have ese 
sumed the power to determine a q‘testion in 
reference to which no legal evidence whatever 
existed. This was apparently yuur first blun- 
oer. 

2. But when you had consented to make this 
blunder, aud ww hear parvi evidence, why did 
you not cali for ail the witnesses? Just in this 
connection you wiii be pleased tv bear ia mind 
that the amount claimed nader the alleged con- 
iract was very large; that there were only three 
living wit esses (so far as 1 knew) v.z: Messrs 
Alston, Garling’on and myself, wa0 possessed a 
knowleage of the facts in relution to the pre- 
tended agreement. I, 1t was stated, had mace 
the contract, and Messrs. Als on and Garlingtoa 
were c aiming thir:y thousand dollars under it. 
On the day before you paid out the money 
Judge H»mmond, the counsel for Col Baugh's 
ests te, Went directly from myself to your offic ;, 
and, as be has since informed me, advised you 
that I wesre dyon your request to lay before 
you all the facts in my knowledge in m ference 
to the pretended contract. For several days 
afterwards 1 was within easy reach of your office 

Yuu did not attempt to obiain my evidence, 
however,but you did hear the interested witne:s- 
@-, ani if 1 am correctly informed, you set up 
¢ .¢ pretended contract on their evidence alore, 
Bo yuu thiuk that this conduct upom your pert 
was either fair to me, or just to the common- 
wealth? Ought you not to have heard me be- 
fore you decided to piece the responsibility of 
ma king snch a contract co. my shoulders? Beiore 
you made your decision, you were urged by 
friends, one of whom occupies @ high judicial 
pesition in the state, to call upon me to furnkh 
my evidence But youdeclind oO make the 
request. You gave as a reason, arn, that [ 
was not youririend Was that son a suffi- 


cent one, in your judgment? Does a jos 
ju ige refuse to hear evidence because he su 
pecis the witness to be inimical to him? 


hear my evidence before you decided to Spay 
away so largean amount of their money, under 
such’ very questionable circumstances? Your 
administration was to be eignalized, you will 
remember, by rigid economy and earnest reform, 
No waste or extravagance would be tolerated, 
and all officials were put on notice at the very 
outset that you expected that they would fer 
example’s sake, if for no other reason, be very 
saving of the people's money. But here, 
in this payment of thirty thousand dollar 
of the public money for services never rendered, 
you have furnished to the public your practicaf! 
commentary upon the principies so handsomely 
announced in your inaugural address. 

8. But when, by the testimouy of the inter- 
ested witnesses, you had set up ‘‘Aleton’y 
bonanza,”’ as it has been sometimes termed by 
the press, what evidence was furnished to show 
you that the claimants had performed services 
which entitled them to the “pot of mosey,” as 
Roger Riderhood would have called it Afr 
you had paid out the large sum menti»ned ? 

I called at the executive office and requested 
to be furnished with eopies of any depositions 
or other writings on file showing that services’ 
had been rendered uoder the pretended con- 
tract. Col. Warren, your secretary, informed 
me that he did not know of the existence of 
any such papers. Col. A!ston and Gen. Garling- 
ton, in the affidavits already referred to, do not 
claim that they, or either of them, ever per- 
formed any service under the pretended con- 
tract. Even in the very deposition in which 
they set up the contract, they do not venture te 
state that its terms had been complied wih on 
their part. I do not charge that they did not in 
fact perform any service, for I know litle or 
nothing on this particular subject. My com™ 
plaint is, that after sétting upthe contrac: upon 
insufficient evidence, you then paid the partics, 
it seems, without apy proof that they had ever 
complied with i's provisions. 

You must bear w th me here, alittle. It was 
not sufficient, before paying toe money, merely 
to know that the alleged contract had been 


#utdid you not also owe it to the people to 
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made, and was binding on the state. You ought 
to have gone still further, and required strict 
proo’ that the agents had complied fully with its 
terms. Before you paid them the 25 per cent. 
under the prevended contract, you should at 
least heve kuown that, according to its tenor, 
they had .e.rned the compensation it allowed 
them. 

But what evidence did you have to show that 
the agents had performed the alleged contract ? 
What witness testified that Col. Aiston, General 
Garlington, or any other agent und r the con. 
tract, had collected the money? The contract, 
as proved by Messrs. Alston and Garlington, 
provided that the sgerts were to be allowe‘l ‘‘for 
their services acoz.tingent fee of 25 per cent on 
the amount collected ou thecl im.’ The legal 
iatendment hore was that they were to be paid 
the fee, as a consideration for colleeting the 
money. Was itin fact colected by their efforts? 
or Was it collected through the services of our 
sevators aud repri sentatives ia corgress? If the 
pretended contract was valid, then the state 
nh d two distinct sets or classes of agents, each 
charged with the duty of collec'ing this claim. 
First, ber personal or private agents under the 
c utract, Who were to be paid for their services 
according to the terms therein agreed on, Sec 
ondly, her senxtors and representatives, who were 
nourd by official duty to serve their state in 
tiismatter. Ii the claim was collected by 
reason of the services of these official agents, 
then the persunal agenta, not having performed 
their coutract, had no right to claim any com-. 
pensation whatever underit. It would hardly 
be pretended, I imagine, that Col. A)ston or 
Gen. Garlington ought to be paid for services 
rendered by Senator Gordon or Mr. Hill, ae 
representatives of the state in congress. Then, 


in collecting the money? Did they, or éither of 
them, attend to the duty of introduciag tie bill 
to pay the claim? Did they w» tch and attend it 
in its progress through committee, and did they 
finally seize upon an opportune moment to 
press its passage aud thus secure the collection 
of the mouey? , 

If they did, then the personal agents were not 
entitled to compensation under any special eon" 
tract whatever. if Col. Baugh had worked up 
the evidence in the case ; if Gen. Garliogton had 
drawn #« memorial, and if Gol Alston had given 
the influence of his presence at Washington to 
aid our members of congress in performing their 
duty in the premises, then these gentlemen 
should have been paid whatever their services 
were reasonably worth, ard n» more They 
were not entitied to be paid uuder any specia) 
contract. Even the Bullock agreement itself 
was out of the question No contract, either 
written or unwritten, hid been performed by 
them, and they were entitled to cleim, only ac- 
cording to the value of the serv.ces ‘hey had 
aCtually reavJered to the state.

‘ihe money was not paid to the parties by the 
treasurer, but, after being drawn from the trea- 
fury, was paid by yourseif. The mouey so paid 
was no part of the fund received by you in 
pavmentof the claim at Warhington. ‘ihat 
fund was, as I learn, placed to the credit of the 
reesury in New Yo:k; whereas the money you 
paid was drawa directly from the treasury in 
Atlauta No money had ' een appropriated by 
law to pay Messrs. Aiston and Garlington, The 
constitution of the state inhibits the payment 
Of money out of tle treasury, unless by appro- 
priation of law. 

In conclusion, permit me to inquire. 
why were you in such a hurry to pay Aiston 
and Garlington? There were grave obstacle 
in your Way, but you reso'utely surmounted 
themall Friends advised you to wait. I have 
been informed that you were even counselled by 
a friend in high judical position to submit the 
whole case to the judges of the supreme court 
for their opinion. Rumor says that you would 
not-even wait u:.til your return from Columbus, 
where you intended to rem in on a visit a day 
ortwo. Now, why this very great haste to pay 
these enormous fees, under circumstances of 
such douhtful propriety? What necessity were 
you under to pay them in such a hurr, ? Ought 
you not to have deferred paymeut, even untii 
the meeting of the legis'a ure? Was it not worth 
while to take the edvice of the representatives 
of the people in so impo:tant aa affair? It was 
the peopie’s money it was proposed you should 
pay away; ought you not to have given them an 
opportunity tossy through their representatives 


way? Did the fact that you thought I hid made 
the contrect lead you to be so prompt to pay? 
You also thought that I made contracts with 
the counsel in the Jones cases, but you d«clined 
to recogniz > those contracts so far as to pay any 
money on them until the legis‘ature had taken 
ection in reference tneteto. Now, why this dif- 
ference? It was alleged that I had mace the 
contracts in both instances. You were very cau. 
tious fn the one, even going to the extent of tak: 
ing my statementin refererce thereto. But in 
the other you deciined to either hear me, or to 
lay the matter hefore the legislature. 

Many statements in reference to this affair 
have appeared in the newspapers—at whose 
instance, it is not for me to say. I have not 
replied to them, and sheli not notice any such 
hereafter. If yon should ever thiuk fit to relax 
your official diguity so far as toexplain directly 
to the people, over your own signature, the 
grounds of your action in this matter, you shail 
have my notice. But iu the meant'me you may 
understand that all attempts to invoive me iu 
the discussion of side issues with other parties 
will be unavailing.

THE TEA-TABLE TRAGEDY 


G rissom’s Friends Tryiug te Maunufac 
tere @ «Case against Dr. Brown— 
Their Version of the Affair. 


NASHVILLE, 29.—The American 
to-day has the wing special tele- 
gram from Houston, Texas: Proceed- 
ings were commenced this morning ‘o 
secure the release Grissom, the 
murderer of Dr. J. W. Brown, on bail. 
‘Three witnesses were examined for the 
applicant. Two of these, Higgins and 
Bates, are strangers here. The former 
is a gambler and Bates is thought 10 
follow the same business. Their evi 
dence is that they were sitting at the 
tuble with Brown and Grissom. Bates 
and a man named Watson were “sky 
larking.” Watson pulled Bates’ hair, 
and he slapped Watson in the mouth. 
Watson then left the table angry. 
Bates said that if Watson pulled his 
hair again, he would shoot him. Dr. 
Brown spoke up and said that if there 
was any man in Texas he wanted to 
shoot, to shoot him. Grissom then told 
Brown to let Bates alone, as he wasn’t 
aimed. Brown then said he would kill 
Grissom, and commenced drawing his 
derringer. Grissom then fired at Brown! 
missing him, and fired a eecond time, 
killing him. 

The third witness, Tom Reilly, who 


f| lives at Harrisburg, testified that he 


found in Brown’s coat pocket a derin- 


ger, and there is no doubt that he did 


happen tobe atthe place of the kill- 
ing fully an hour after the killing, 
when his attention was called to the 
coat by some one who was holding it 
up, taking it to examine the bullet- 
holes. He found the deringer in an 
inside pocket. 

The state wi'l prove that at the coro- 
ner’s inquest, an hour before this, the 
body and all the clothing were closelv 
searched, and there was no pistol to be 
found. 

There are four other witnesses for 

toe applicant to be examined to- 
morrow, and several for the state. 
(i: Not much credence is attached to 
the testimony given by the first two 
witnesses named, and the belief 
obtains that some of Grissom’s friends 
put the deringer in Brown’s clothes. 

There 1s no doubt that Grissom 
would have been lynched Saturday 
night, had not the jail been guarded 
by a detachment of the volunteer 
militia of the city, called out by civii 
authority.

Bhowing dew Redicalism Fattens 
while the Cousiry sStarves—The 
Frauds of the New York Custem 
Heoeuase—Action of Mr. Hayes.

The custom house commission have 
made a partial report to the secretary of the 
treasury of the result of their investigation of 
the aftairs of the New York custom house. The 
commission filuds the force now employed in the 
custom house, the naval office and surveyor’s 
office, numbering 1,088 men, may be eafely re- 
duced in numbers by abou: 20 percent. The 
commission proposes the abolition of the office 
of deputy collector at large, which is now va 
cant, and the offic: of the other deputy col- 
lectors and actiug deputies, the suspension of 
the office of deputy coll-ctor at Jereey City, the 
coatinued vacancy in the office of assistant col- 
lector and the discharge of a dk puty surveyor. 
They further report that the hours of employ, 
which commence nomiualiy at 9, but in practice 
generally at 10 o’c ock, should be iu the depart- 
menis from 9 a.m. to4p.m., except where a 
longer term is prescribed by law. 

A further reduction can be made should 
measur.s be adopted by the department under 
the present law, or by congress 1m future legis 
Jation for the consolidation of separate depart- 
ments or a simplifying of the general system. 
The fact that appointments are made on 
POLITICAL INFLUENCE 
is clear. The appointments have been made 
in a great part under political pressu:e from 
party considerations and with insufficient regard 
to the fitness of the appointees The comm’‘s- 
tion reports as its conclusion from the evidence 
given, and from theirown observation, that a 
paitof the force aow employed ina the service \ 
are deficieat in proper atiention to business, as 
well «8 in business qualifications and integrity 
of character. A few of them are empioyed 
more or less in private business to the possible 
detriment to the interest of the service, and 
that some fraud. lent.y accept moneys for ser, 
vices rendered in their official capacity. For 
these reasoos the commission thinks that 
. THE PRUPOSED REDUC: ION 
of the force should be madein various divis 
ions aud classes after a careful scrutiny and ex- 
amination in each division in such a manner 
asthe wisdom of the department may deter- 
mine, to the end that the government may re- 
tain the most taithiul ani efficient of its pree- 
eat officials Meu are appointed to positions | 
requiring often skill and expericuce, generaily 
atthe request of politiciansand political asso- 
ciations iu this and otser states, with little or 
no examination into the fitness of the appoin- 
tees beyond the recommendation of their 
friends. The commission pronounces this 
manner of appointment to be unsound in prin- 
ciple, dangervus in practice, demoral:zing in 
its influence on eli connecied with the customs 
service, and calculated to encourege and per- 
petuate official ignorance, inetliciency and cor- 
rup ion. 

FREEDOM FROM PARTY INFLUENCE. 
The commission believe that there can be no 
adequate protection in the customs service for 
the honur of the government, the rights of im- 
porters and the interests of the nation until the 
service is freed from the coutrol of party and 
Organized on a strictly business basis, with the 
same ,gua ante s for efficiency and fidelity in 
the ‘selection of chief and subordinate officers 
that would be required by a prudent merchant. 
Under the present system, officers who are ap- 
pointed through political influence are expecied 
to make their offices coutribuce in turn tothe 
support of the party, avd that the amount of 
contributions asked from men is fxed by a per- 
centage on their salaries.

THE UNITED STATES MARSHALSH IP. 


It was stated, in our telegram of yes- 
terday, on the authority of the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Baltimore 
Sun, that the president had determined 
to reappoint Major Smyth to the oflice 
of marsha! of Georgia. Upon a second 
thought, we are inclined to discredit, 
this s'atement, and for several reasons. 
In the first place, the Sun’s report has 
not been confirmed by the associated 
press agent, or by any other authority, 
so tar as we haveseen. In the second 
place, it is not consistent with good. 
faith on the part of the president. We 
learn that the latter gave assurances to 
the members from Georgia that Major 
Smvth would not be reappointed, as he 
had already held the office for eight 
years, and being a New England man 
and an army officer who tarried in 
Georgia after the war only for the pur- 
pose of holding the office, be should 
LOw give way to some Georgian equally 
competent and worthy. This too, be- 
fore any allegation had beea publicly 
made against the adninistration of 
MajorSmyth. Oar last and strongest 
reason is that we do not believe the 
president is capable of deliberately in- 
sulting and outraging the state of Geor 
gia by treating her public authorities 
with contempt. The legislature, at its 
late session, authorized a commission 
to investigate the circumstances con- 
necied with the killing of Lieut. Mc- 
Intyre, of the U 8S. A, in a northern 
county of this state, in the month of 
Jaouary last. A commissioner was ap- 
pointed who ably, faithfully and im- 
partially discharged his duty and made 
a fall report of the facts to 
the governor, This report showed 
by the testimony of numerous witnesses 
the grossest maladministration, corrup- 
tion and rathanism on the part of Maj. 
Smyth’s subordinates, who were still 
upheld and retained in office. A copy 
of it was made, taken to Washington 
by the governor himself, and handed 
to the president, or attorney general. 
No investigation has yet been had of 
the charges therein alleged, and we 
are loth to believe that the president 
would re-appoint an official with such 
imputations resting upon his oflicia) 
character and conduct. It would be ar 
unprovoked indignity to the governor, 
and whole people of Georgia, of which 
we think the president would not be 
guilty. 

For these reasons we believe the 
marshalship is stillan open question, 
to be fisally settled, we trust, by the

—than whom there is nohigher au- 
thority—as brought out ina running 
discussion at the meeting of the state 
agricultural society last summer, after 
Mr. B. had finished the reading ofa 
paper on fruit culture. The following 
discussion, which has not appeared in 
print before, 1s eminently suggestive 
and reveals all that is known about this 
disease of the pear tree. 

Dr. Cary.—Will you please tell. the 
convention the cause 0 pear blight, 
and the remedy for it, if any ? 

Ma. Berckmans.—That is a question 
I would not like to touch. As far back 
as thirty years ago, this pear blight first 
made its appearance. Men then could 
not discover a cause for it. Since then 
there has been no year in which an 
untold amount of investigation has not 
been made upon that subject, and the 
result is just about to-day what it was 
thirty years ago. We know the f ct 
but do not know the cause. Four 
years ago, & committee was appointed 
at its meeting in Richmo.d, by the 
American Pomological society, o five 
members, of which I was chairman. 
When we were appointed we knew we 
would make a failure. We are as much 
in the dark to-day as we were then. It 
is attrivated to an insect, fungus, frc zen 
sap, drouth, excess of ‘moisture, etc. 
We only know the fact that the mo- 
ment it is visible the mischief is done 
The fungus is visible upon the trees 
after they have been affected by blight, 
but never before; hence many hold to 
the theory that fungus is en after 
effect, and nota cause. It has never 
been treated successfully. The 
national department of agriculture has 
recotamended flour of sulphur 
and lime applied on the _ tree. 
That is based on the theory that the 
blight is caused bv what is called 
“zymotic fungus.” If so, it is a good 
remedy, as nv fungus can live under 
the application of sulphur. But the 
results are not satisfactory. I thiak the 
cause is mechanical, It is the rupture 
of the tissus by a superabundance of 
sap. If that istrue, you can arrest it 
by making a longitudinal cut up and 
down the tree, and thus relieve the 
tissue of pressure by allowing it to 
expand. 

Mason Byrp—I tried the application 
recommended by the department of 
agriculture with very fine success. | 
did not fail to save a singie tree on 
which I used the knife freely and tLe 
wash in connection with it. 

Dr. Harpe—Do you find that some 
varieties of pears are mure susceptible 
to blight than others? 

Mr. Bexckmans—I do. Some are 
muck more liabie to blight than others. 
I find the Bartiett is about as bad a case 
as any—Buffum and Gilout Morceau 
also. Ithink there is no variety free 
from it, but there are some less liable 
to be attacked by it than others. The 
Duchess jd’ Avgouleme is less liable to 
bli ht than any. 

QuESTION —W hat do you thiok of the 
“frozen sap” theory ? 

Mr. Berckmans—I can not admit 
that theory, because if a single sap cell 
could be frozen, the whole tiee wuuald 
die. 

Qugstion.—Do you find any difler- 
ence in blight between those trees that 
bud out early and those that bud 
late ? 

Mr. Berckmans.—Some that do not 
bud till late, are the worst blighted, I 
have observed. We find the blight 
more visible at every period of vegeta- 
tion succeeding a period of rest. In the 
spring when we get the first growth of 
the trees, we find the blight very visi. 
ble. Again in the month of August, 
when we get the second flow of sap, 
we have more blight. I have seldom 
found bight in time of dry season. 
Therefore, 1 think it is mechanical.

The subject for diseussion in the last 
meetiag of the Farmers’ Club ot Polk 
county was “ the best time and manner 
of avplying manure to corn.” 

The discussion embraced some other 
points of corn culture, as preparation 
of ground, etc., but the main point 
upon which the judgments of the mem- 
bers differed was, whether it is best to 
apply the manure inthe furrow with 
the seed, or around the youny stalk 
after thinning. Some argued that the 
applieation of the manure with the 
seed, besides being more convenient 
then, hastened development and was 
therefore best. Others insisted that the 
application after thinnirg, though 
somewhat tnconvenient, (in the haui- 
ing -ut of the manure over the young 
coro, and the loss of time at that sea- 
son), is best, because of the increased 
earing. In the first plan we get stalk 
at the expense of grain; in the latter, 
we get more grain on less stak. The 
writer well remembers an exp riment 
made in Hoenston evunty abvut the 
year 1852 or ’53. 

In those days old Hancock took the 
lead in progressive farming. 4A young 
man ufenergy came thence to Houston, 
seeking employment as an overseer. 
He was employed ard was allowed to 
ee one field in corn in h‘s own (ihe 
ancock) way, 

He had the land well broken with 
scooters, then opened wide and dee 
with shovels; the corp was reir § 
and the dropper covered with his feet 
lightly. The corn came up, but had to 
grow two or more inches to reach the 
surface. After thinning, the ‘otton 
seeds were epplied in the deep furrow 
on eacan side of ‘he corn, and then 
deep plowing with small plow followed. 
The land being thin and the early 
season dry, the corn made a bad show- 
ing untii June. The young man was 
laughed at for his style of planting, but 
he was never discouraged 

The result was lsttle stalk and big corn. 
Subsequent experience proves this to 
be the general result in the use of 
killed cotton seed, 

Vur sobject for discussion next meet- 
ing is “Pea Culture.” We are just one 
month behind the proper time to dis- 
cuss these subjects) 1 may wrie you} 
of*this matter if anything of interest 
is developed. 

Those who can farm on the intensive 
Dlan (and we all ought to tend that 
way) should pattern after Mr. R. H. 
Hardaway, of Thomasyille, in corn 
culture. This plaza was given in the 
Transactions of the State Agricultural 
Society some three or four years ago. 
These transactiuns should be sought 
| for and treasured by all reading farm- 
ers. 

We have'fine stands of corn and cotton 
and a fair fruit p:ospect. Corn is being 
plowed the second time and pea plant- 
ing going on Cotton is very smalil—not 
being brought to a stand yet. Too dry 
for oats. Wheat not generally good. 
The iron works at our town, (I sup- 
pose the fin: st in the state) are in full 
blast; turning out daily twenty or 
more tons.

We give 
to a chicken in a very bad case a pill 
the size of a small garden pea. As soon 
as we see symptoms of gapes we xive 
the buds water to drink which 1s 
strongly impregnated with camphor, 
thus giving to the chickens that which 
was a favorite medicine with our grand. 
mothers, “camphor julep.” The treat- 
ment seems to explain itself. The 
gapes or “gaping” is caused hy the 
presence of smail red worms in the 
windpipe. No medicine can reach 
them unless it does so by vapor. An 
hour after the chicken has swallowed 
the pill 1t smells of camphor. Cam- 
»hor is a yery strong vermifuge, and 
the worms die.— London Cottage Gar. 
dener. 


THE disease2 of peach trees known as 
“curl in the leaf,” injures the growth 
of trees by reducing the extent of the fo- 
liage,and it sometimes becomes serious: 
It is caught by the parisitic fungus, 
which may be seen with a powerful 
microscope, first inside of the freshly 
opening leaves, and afterwards cover- 
ing the surface. The best remedy is 
prom jtiag vigoreus growth. We see a 
statement in one of our exchanges, 
that coal ashes densely spread around 
the trees is a good remedy, which is 
doubtless true, so far as it promotes 
vigorous growth by. acting as a use- 
ful mulch. Some years ago, when this 
disease prevailed, many of our trees 
were badly injured, but on one which 
stood near a pig pen, and was benefited 
by the manure, the leaves were free 
trom it, the growth being st ong, and 
the folage of a deep green color.— 
Country Gentlemen. 


CROPS IN NEWTON COUNTY. 


We doubt, Mr. E-litor, if the pros~ 
pect of a cotton: crop was ever more 
gloomy at this date than now. We 
have had but one light shower in over 
amonth. It was unusually warm for 
several days, then a chauge to very 
high dry winds, which stili continues, 
and for the last week it has been very 
cool, the nights and mornings particu- 
larly —so much so that fires have been 
needed.

All the bearings of the case we e wa‘chétd 
and every suspicion followed up until esterday 
afternoon the police force

on one whom they supposed to be the gnilty 
man. Captain Mike White, assisted by Patrol 
men Starues, King and Sau'sbury, following 
the evidence at hind. arrested James Lawrhe ai 
his home on Greene's Ferry avenue, in the first 
ward. 

They found Lawshe alone in the house, and 
after arresti' g him, made a thorough search.

that it was diificu!t to tell they were counterfeit 
When droppedon any hard surface they did 
not have the true rine, and this test condemned 
them.

THE PRESBYLRELANS, 


Fhe Nerthern Couference Almost 
Snagyed., 
Cuicaco, May 29.—In the Presby- 
terian assembly committee on corres 

pondence reported a correspondence 
with the chureh south a recom- 
mended the adoption of the resolutions 
which were ordered printed and placed 
on the docket. The following is the 
second. 

“ Without casting any reflection upon 
the past general ass: mblies or changing 
any of their deliverances, .we deciare 
tha the language specifically complain. 
ed of by the southern assembly is a 
part of the sorrowful part which we in 
this day of peace and fraternity would 
wisi to lorgef, 'it 1s ‘a matter of sincere 
regret that the terms of schism, heresy 
und blasphemy should never have been 
applied to the southern Presbyierians 
by any general assembly.” 

In the Presbyterian conference the 
committee on correspondence reported 
the resolution concerning the southern 
reconciliation. In question a substi- 
tute was cffered to the effect that as 
the e ter from the southern assembly 
at New Orleavs presents no suggestion 
not previously considered, and indi 
cates no desire to heal the wounds of 
the past or maintain fraternal relations, 
and manifests no intention to pass 
over the record except on conditions 
which are applic.ble, therefore the 
assembly willtake no further action. 

This was discussed by Dr. Van Dyke 
and many others. all taking the ground 
that advances-should nt be all on the 
s de of northern Presbyterians, 

Dr. Van Dyke read from the officia] 
r‘ port of the apg assembly which 
met in Louisville in 1870, to show that 
harder words had been spoken than 
those which they complained « f 

An amendment to the sul s iti t2 was 
offered, which made the sentimeat 
more conciliatory, and the debate pro- 
ceeded on this amendment. Among 
the speakers was the aged Dr. Pium- 
mer, of South Carvlina, who spoke by 
request of the assembly, and urgeu 
that every step necess«ry to fraternal 
relations be taken.
